Life on the Planets. 

The possible existence of life on 
the planets is discussed in the “Jour- 
nal of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety of Canada” by Professor R. G, 
Aitken of the Lick Observatory, who 


summarizes the latest conclusions of 
astronomers upon this question. Pro- 
fessor Aitken considers that the ex- 
istence of a high form of life on the 
moon, Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Ura- 
nas or Neptune is extremely improb- 
able. Although Venus greatly resem- 
bles the earth, it is generally believed 
by astronomers that the day and the 
year of the planet are of equal dura- 
tion. In that case no life can exist 
upon it. Concerning Mars, Professor 
Aitken says that “astronomers are not 
agreed as to whgther the much-dis- 
cussed markings are canals or merely 


earthquake cracks. There are no 
permanent bodies of water on the 
planet.. The best that can be said is 


that although the temperature on 
Mars is very low, ther#: may be on the 
planet, to a limited extent, the con- 
ditions essential to life; probably only 
vegetable and low-order animal life, 
but no beings of intelligence.”

Weather condi- 
tions as effecting the growth and de- 
velopment of the United States win- 
ter wheat crop, and the planting of 
the spring wheat crops in North Da- 
kota and Western Canada, are for 
the time being the things which the 
grain trade are watching, with, we 
think, keener interest than Visual, 
and which influence the world’s) 
wheat markets almost more than any 
other factor. No one interested in 
the grain trade, who is ordinarily 
weil qaiobrmea on. these macters, 
foubts now that America is certain 
to raise the smallest winter wheat 
crop she has done for several years, 
and that it will put the United States 
absolutely on a domestic basis for an- 
other year at least. It is frequently | 
stated that the failure is so com- | 
plete in many districts of the sofi 
winter wheat states that the crop ex- 
perts have not reported it so bad as 
it really is. This last week the re- 
ports have been coming mostly from 
Kansas and Nebraska, and in these 
states a good deal of the crop is in 
excellent condition, but even in them 
there are districts of comparative if 
not absolute failure, and in Kansas 
it is stated that from 800,900 to 
1,000,000 acres will be abandoned and 
sown to oats, or plowed up to plant 
with corn, The May crop of the Unit- 
ed States Agricultural Department 
will be issued shortly. Among other 
things it will give an estimate of the 
winter wheat acreage abandoned and 
the condition of the growing crops 
as on May Ist. No doubt it will indi- 
cate the prospect of a very small 
crop of winter wheat. Mr. -B. W. 
Snow, the crop expert, has issued his 
May report, and puts the condition 
of the United States “yinter wheat at 
75.9 with an abandonment of 18.2 per 
cent. of the acreage planted, indicat- 
ing a probable yield of 358,000,000 bu. 
against 421,000,000 bu. the final gov- 
ernment estimate for the yield of 
1911. As a rule, Mr. Snow's estimate 
and the government estimate are 
very close to each other. The lowest 
estimate of conditions on May ist by 
the government in the last fourteen 
years war 76.2 in 1899. In 1911 it 
was 86.1, Owing to an abundance of 
rain everywhere over the winter 
wheat crop except in the state of 
Kansas,. during the last several 
weeks, accompanied by a _ tempera- 
ture a few degrees below the normal 
average; growth is backward and 
unless very warm, dry weather 
comes in May and June the winter 
wheat harvest will be delayed. Last 
vear owing to the dry, hot weather j 
it was very early. In seeding; of the 
spring wheat Southern Minnesota 
and South Dakota got started early 
and seeding is finished over these 
areas. In Northern Dakota, how- 
ever, and Northern Minnesota and 
over most of Western Canada, al- 
though there are spots where seed- 
int was done early, the bulk of it 
has not made seasonable progress. 
This results fram the broken weather 
witn snow and rain, which has heen 
coming at intervals since the middle 
of April. There are districts in Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan where little 
or no wheat has been sown yet. The 
temperature has been below the nor- 
mal for the time of year and unless 
the rainy weather stons at once and 
a good steady spell of fair *weather 
seta jin, ff will ecvrtail the acreage 
that might have been put under 
wheat, for the season is advancing 
and getting too late ty nrudently sow 
The wet weather has. alen 
hindered general farm work of which 
more then venal was left 
aver from last fall. The fact that

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Text of the Lesson, Matt. v, 17-26, 
Memory Verses, 17, 18—Golden Text, 
Rom. xiii, 8, R.V.—Commentary Pre: 
pared by Rev, D. M. Stearns. 


The gospel by Matthew ts in a spe- 
cial sense the gospel of the kingdom, 
and the key word of the kingdom is 
righteousness, absolutely berfect ac- 
cording to the interpretation of the 


commandments here given by our 
Lord, from which we tearn that a” sin- 
ful look breaks a command as much 
as an act, and from Jas, il, 10, we 
learn that “whosoever shall keep the 
whole law and yet offend in one point 
is guilty of all.” It must be an in- 
ward righteousness: of the heart, not 
like that of the Pharisees, of whom 
our Lord said that, although they ap- 
peared righteous outwardly to men, 
they were within full of hypocrisy 
and iniquity, outwardly whited sepul- 
chres, inwardly all uncleanness (Matt. 
xxiii, 25-28). In-our Jesson He says in 
no case can such righteousness enter 
the kingdom (verse 20), and in Isa. 
ixiv, 6, we are told that all our right- 
eousnesses are as filthy rags. Con- 
cerning the kind that God requires 
we are told, “There is none righteous 
—no not one,” and when we are 
brought face to face with the law 
every mouth is stopped and all the 
world guilty before God (Rom. ili, 10, 
19). Men have many standards. God 
has but one, called “the righteousness 
of God” (Rom. iii, 5, 22; x, 3; Il. Cor. 
v, 21).. In verse 17 of our tesson He 
said that He came to fulfil! the law 
and the prophets, and to John the 
Baptist He said: “It becometh us te 
fulfill all righteousness” (ili, 15). 
There was neither flaw nor failure in 
His righteousness. He could truth 
fully say: “I do always those things 
that please the Father,’ and the Father 
testified concerning Him: “This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased” (John viii, 29; Matt. fii, 17; 
xvii, 5). He was the Lamb without 
blemish and without spot. He knew 
no sin; He was holy, harmless, unde- 
filed and separate from sinners (I. 
Peter. i, 19; ff, 22; II. Cor. v, 21; Heb. 
vii, 26). His was righteousness in- 
deed, and nothing short of His per- 
fect righteousness can enable any one 
to appear before God acceptably. The 
case on our side is therefore utterly 
hopeless as far as any efforts of ours 
are concerned, for “by the deeds ot 
the law there shall no flesh be justt- 
fied in His sight” (Rom. ili, 20)..The 
very best that man can do 
comes far short of His perfect 
righteousness. What a gloomy out- 
vised means whereby we need not be 
vised means whereby we seed not be 
driven away from Him (II. Sam. xiv, 
14). Not only did the Son of Ged 
give in His life a sample of the per- 
fect righteousness which God re- 
quires; but, having no sin of His own, 
He bare our sins in His own body on 
the tree, There was laid on Him the 
iniquity of us all. He Was made a sin 
offering for us, and when we plead 
guilty and receive Him we become 
accepted in Him and He is accepted 
for us, as it is written in the law con 
cerning the guilty man and his pew 
fect offering, “It shall be accepted for 
him” (Ley, i, 4). The priest had no 
need to examine the man—he pleaded 
guilly—but ‘he did examine the sacris 
fice, and if it was without blemish, 
according to the law, the guilty man 
identifying himself with his perfect 
sacrifice by laying his hand upon it 
Was accepted because of his sacrifice, 
and the blood was shed, the life laid 
down, for it is the blood that maketh 
an atonement for the soul (Ley. xvil, 
11; Heb. ix, 22). What a wonderful 
redemption it is, and wholly of ,the 
Lord, He took my place as a guilty 
one and suffered in my stead, making 
an end of my sins, that I might take 
His place before God, clothed with His 
righteousness. How wonderfully beau- 
tiful are such words as “justified free- 
ly by His grace”; “made unto us wis- 
dom, righteousness sanctification, re- 
demption”’; “in whom we have re- 
demption through His blood, the fow 
giveness of sins.” Yet there are mul- 
titudes in so called Christian lands, 
churchgoers and church members, 
who, being ignorant of God's right- 
wsness and going about to establish 
theif own righteousness, have nct sub- 
mitted themselves to the righteous- 
ness of God, not understanding that 
Christ-is the end of the law for right- 
eousness to every one that believeth 
(Rom, x, 3, 4; ili, 24; I, Cor. 1, 30; 
II. Cor, v, 21; Eph. ji, 6, 7). If our 
eyes have been opened to see these 
glorious truths, let us joyfully sing, 
“T will greatly rejoice in the Lord; my 
soul shall be joyful in my God, for He 
hath clothed me with the garment of 
salvation. He hath covered me with 
the robe of righteousness” (Isa. ixi, 
10). As quickly as Joshua, the high 
priest, lost his filthy garments and the 
devil for a companion and received 
beautiful raiment and the Lord for his 
friend (Zech. iii, 1-5), so quickly may 
any sinner who is ready to plead 
guilty and receive as a free gift the 
perfect righteousness of God in Christ 
nass from death to life and begin to 
live the new and blessed life of a child 
of the kingdom, a joint heir with 
Christ, proving to others by such love 
as that of last lesson that God Is love 
and not willing that any should per- 
ish (I. John iv, 8, 16; II, Peter ili, 9).
